The B:insh government he asserted, was really giv- 
ing the Cunaid line new steamers outright, as it found 
iht- i iMit.il for building thv:n and subsidized the vessels 
suri"n lently to cover the interest and the organization oi 
the ru'\\ company. France's experience, he further re- 
marked, showed the deadening effect of state subsidies, 
Herr Dallin would exercise his Influence to prevent the 
German government from imitating England's example. 
Means of transportation created at state expense always 
were failures when adequate commerce did not exist. The 
German lines were successful because the German mer- 
chants had the courage to export German products and 
set return freight. 


Much more might be said in illustration of the vicious 


principle of building up one industry at the expense of all 
others, for that is what such bounties means. It needs not 
the raying that any man Interested in ocean shipping will 
buiKl vessels and navigate them if he is paid a sufficient 
bonus for doing so. In like manner a man interested In 
manufacturing will erect a factory and engage In that 
business, if he is given a bounty large enough to make, it 
an object (or them. The same principle hold* good In- re- 
gard to all other Idnds of business. 


The bounty system take* from all classes for the bene- 


fit of those particular classes to which the bounties are 
paid. If all were bountied alike it might Ho no particular 
harm, but It would be about as useless a performance as 
for a man to endeaver to enrich himself by taking mon- 
ey out of one pocket and putlng It Into another. 


Again, we see from Ballln's statement that such 


bounties must be altogether ineffectual for the building 
up the ocean marine of one country against that of anoth- 
er If both countries adopt the same method. The proposed 
subsidizing of American ships is defended upon the alleg- 
d greater cost of construct'on and navigation. 
If this 


claim Is well founded then it follows that countries in 
which the cost of building is less and which can navigate 
the vessels more cheaply, can better afford to pay bounties 
than we can and thus they can retain their advantage. 


There is neither natural justice nor sound political 


philosophy in the bounty idea, unless it be in some rare 
and exceptional cases which only need be considered when 
it arises.

,A BAD PRECEDENT 


T 


HERE is much force In the contention of France that 
England and Germany to insist upon being preferred 


creditors of Venezuela because of the warlike measures 
Germany has adopted. Is not only contrary to equity, but 
that if the principle is accepted, it will be a direct incen- 
tive to war. 


The fact that a nation having a 
money demand 


against another is so urgent as to be ready to fight to in- 
force payment adds nothing whatever to the equity of the 
demand. It would simply give a strong, well-prepared, 
and aggressive country an advantage over weaker or less 
exacting creditors, and encourage a resort to war to en- 
force the payment of disputed claims. This would be a 
dangerous principle to establish in international affairs. 


True, In civil proceeding creditors who get In first and 


acquire liens have a preference over others, but there Is 
a vast difference between the recovery of money demand 
by a lawsuit, and compelling the debtor to pay at the muz- 
zle of shotted guns. There is also a wide difference be- 
tween the position of a sovereign state dealing with oth- 
er sovereign states, and that of an Individual dealing with 
other individuals. Unless arbitration Is agreed to no court 
can adjudicate claims between nations. In such cases 
force IB the great and final arbitrator, and force might not 
only render the debtor nation bankrupt, but destroy its 
sovereignty. 


Every nation having a claim against Venezuela dealt 


with that country upon the ,idea that its sovereignty wan 
secure. For Germany to claim prlorty of payment merely 
because she has turned her guns upon Venezuela might 
easily render the claims of other countries valueless, be- 
sides encouraging war, which In its best aspect, is barbai - 


s. 
Why Germany should have begun hostilities while ne- 


gotiations for settlement were pending has never been 
made clear. Even her ally, England, took no part In the 
warlike demonstration, and seems lo give the action of 
Germany only a half-hearted and qualified endorsement. 
It Is not to be doubted that France voices the sentiments 
of Venezuela's other creditors, including the United States, 
and it la more than likely that In the end England and 
Germany will deem It wise to concede much to this senti- 
ment.
